Obedience to the state In iU ]uit 
and proper demands is a civic 
virtue. Good taws and obedience 
to litem are at the very founda¬ 
tion of a well-ordered society. 
But history has shown again and 
apain that bad taws, and obedi¬ 
ence to them, are the marks of a 
disordered society. 

Christians have been com¬ 
pelled many times to protest 
rgalnat evil or unjust taws and 
to refuse to obey them for con¬ 
science's sake. Surely we must 
recognize that the taw of Christ 
upholds such action. 

Again, the principle of separa 
ticn between church and state is 
sn excellent practical measure in 
a modern democracy compoaad 
of widely'different religious ele¬ 
ments. But If this be taken to 
mean that in one compartment 
of one’s life is the obligation of 
duty to the state and In the other 
compartment to obligation of 
duty to God. the dividing up of 
life and duty in that way Is 
against the very spirit and teach¬ 
ing of Jesus. 

What Jesus taught continu¬ 
ously is that all things belong to 
God. In the Incident which we 
are studying, Jesus was taking 
a very practical way of confound¬ 
ing the Pharisees who sought to 
trap Him. But He was certainly 
not asserting that there was an 
authority of Caesar or of the 
state which Is apart altogether 
from that of God. 

With equal wisdom and as¬ 
tuteness, Jesus answered the 
question of "the lawyer who 
asked Him to say which was the 
greatest commandment in the 
Jewish taw. Hen He might 
easily Incur the hostility of those 
who exalted one taw above an¬ 
other. But Jesus turned the ques¬ 
tion upon His questioner, and He 
took the occasion to sum up all 
the taw in the gnat, positive in- 
function of love to God and love 
to one’s neighbor. 

“On these two command 
menu." Jesus said, "the whole 
Uw hangeth.” 

Might we not put this In mod- 
era terms by saying that in these 
two commandments and the ful¬ 
fillment of them we have the 
sum and substance of religion? 


Text: Matthew 32:15-22. 34-40

This lesion on good dttaens 
and godd neighbors Is based 
upon two Incidents in the Ufe of 
Jesus, both of which tell of ef¬ 
forts of His critics arid enemies 
tn ensnare Him Into some state¬ 
ment that they might use against 
Him to get Him Into trouble. 

It has frequently happened in 
M* that a man of simple good- 
neks. meekness, and generous 
spirit has shown great astute¬ 
ness, especially when others 
have tried to deal with him hypo¬ 
critically and to take advantage 
of hi* Ingenuousness. This was 
true of our Master. 

These enemies who “came to 
trap Him were probably strongly 
opposed to the Roman occupa¬ 
tion of their country. They 
shewed no allegiance to Caesar, 
or tf they did so It was merely 
an outward allegiance which 
they hated and renounced in 
their hearts. Yet they took this 
very matter of paying tribute to 
Caesar to embarrass Jesus and 
to arouse opposition to Him. 

Their question was designed 
to get Him In trouble, which ever 
way He answered. If He said It 
was lawful to pay tribute to 
Caesar, the intensely-Jewlsh pa¬ 
triots who were opposed to Rome 
would denounce and persecute 
Him. If, on the other hand. He 
sold that It was not lawful to 
pay tribute to Caesar they ebuW 
make out a very good case to 
get Him In trouble with Roman 
authorities. 

With amazing wisdom and 
penetration of what wai in their 
minds. Jesus called for a coin, 
it bore upon it, of course, the 
image of Caesar, and the Phari¬ 
see* could not but acknowledge 
this. "Then,” said Jesus, render 
therefore unto Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s; and unto God 
the things that are God’s.” 

These words have been almost 
universally misunderstood and 
misused in our modern world. 
They are quoted often ss the 
authority of Jesus for obedience 
to the state, and also ss endors¬ 
ing the principle of the separa¬ 
tion between church and state.

For the benefit of the lavman. it 
might be well to explain that this 
tax is known as a transfer tax," 
le\ied not on properly, but on suc¬ 
cession. In other words, the daughter 
had to pay for succeeding to, or 
inheriting the money. -That was a 
small recompense to her mother, for 
being blown into the ocean by a 
German submarine.

TEITONIC KNIGHTS 
RETURN TO DANBO 
"THE LAST GROUP of four 

stamps Isaued by tha Fra* 
City ol Daradf before Its return 
to the German Retch Included the 
sump above, showing three Teu¬ 
tonic Knights. This final Daring 
laaue was followed by the "Danil* 
1st Deutsch" release Immediately 
alter German occupation. 

The Teutonic Knights were 
members of a great military and 
religious order which**prang 
from the Crusades. Originally a 
hospital group, member* were 
knighted in 1198. From the 13th 
to the nth century, the Teutonic 
Order pushed Germany's frontiers 
eastward, became Independent 
rulers of a wide area. In 1308 
the Knlghta gained poeaeaslon of 
Danzig, loaf It to Poland In 1438. 

The defeat of the Knight* of 
Tannenberg, In 1410, by the Polish 
Kina Ladislau*. marked the do- 
rtlne of thetr power. Strife within 
the order, revolt of thetr governed 
district* followed. The French 
Revolution deprived the Knight* 
of their ostata*. wiped the order 
out of exl*tenor. Hitler’* "drive 
toward the eaat" ha* It* bail* In 
the hope of regaining the terri¬ 
tory cnee ruled by thla power 
ful group.

Here is a type of railway crossing where negligence on the 
part of motorists will increase the ever-growing toll of death 
on level crossings. A triple hazard at this type of crossing 
makes it even more urgent that the motorist should stop for 
the brief moment which mpy avert a trip to eternity. The 
track is bisected diagonally by the road, so that the car 
driver must look behind him as well as to the front; elevators 
and buildings partially screen an approaching train in one 
direction, and a rising embankment helps to obscure rapid 
vision from the roadway. Scores of accidents, many fatal, 
have occurred at such points, all of which could have been 
averted by elementary precaution. This is another in a series 
of diagrams to be published illustrating how easy it is to be 
safe rather than sorry.

By manoeuvring 
the cloak it la possible lo obtain 
this effect of extra stability more 
easily.

Can War be Financed Without Taxation?

The private monopoly to which 
the entire creation of our credit 
has been entrusted profits by 
The present lystenves-do- those 
who rely on II (or favors. Many 
experts are prepared to prove 
that the Introduction of a new 
oyatem would be a benefit to all 
and would create far happier con- 
dltlona. 

The financial experts do not 
exist whe ran look upon the 
future of their system with 
equanimity. Yet with ultimate 
disaster staring them to the face 
they seem numb, either blind or 
unwilling to make a change, even 
though the effects of thalr sys¬ 
tem can be- seen to the human 
wreck* about them. 

It to unlikely then that a re | 
ccmmendatlon for change win 
come from them, In which case 
responsibility rests squarely upon 
the shoulders of each voter to use 
continual pressure on his repre¬ 
sentative to Parliament. 

A CREDITOR BEGD FROM 
-A DEBITOR 

To return to an account of what 
happened during the tost war 
When war was declared on 
August 4, 1914, the financial 
system collapsed, and the Stock 
Exchange and banka had to close 
lor four days. Why the bank* 
dose? It aa they claim, they 
only lent their depositors money, 
all they had to do was to arrange 
to pay It back to them. However 
they were short many million* ol 
pounds, being unable to redeem 
with gold the credit they had ex¬ 
tended their clients.

Then an extraordinary thing 
happened. The 


being a debitor to the banka, waa 
appealed to (or help by them, and 
the debitor came to the rescue 
of the creditor. The government 
saved not only the bank* but the 
stock exchange, guaranteeing the 
former against.ioaa on bills, and 
the totter against waterlogged un¬ 
saleable securities. This little 
gift cost the taxpayer* 200 mil¬ 
lion sterling but "without help¬ 
ing,” as the London Economist 
said, “all the private businesses 
which were ruined through no 
fault of their own and were Just 
as much entitled to these gifts as 
the banka.” 

HOW THE GOVERNMENT 
HELPED 

“Between July, 1914, and June, 
1920, the amount of currency to 
circulation and In the cash re¬ 
serve* of the bank* Increased by 
1370,000,000. This Increase of 
currency represented money 
which had been turned out by the 
printing press, practically with¬ 
out coat, and It came Into circu¬ 
lation by government spending." 
The tote Sir Walter Leal, general 
manager of the Midland Bank, 
said of this issue ol treasury 
notes: "The amount and manner 
of the Issue was left to the abeo- 
lute discretion of the Treasury. 
This was essentially a war loan 
free from Interest, (or an un¬ 
limited period, and as such was a 
highly profitable expedient from 
the point of view of the govern¬ 
ment.” The all-important feature 
of the wartime issue of treasury 
note* was that It provided the 
government with fund* over and 
above the proceeds of taxation by 
a process which did not add to 
the national debt 

The history o( that remarkable 
time is loltf'by Dr. W. A. Shaw, 
editor of the Calendar of Trea 
sury Records at H.M. Public Re¬ 
cords Office.
